Triumph and Dicomfits 
His Ancient Enemies 


BATTERED LAST MARCH, 
CANNON IS NOW VICTOR 


Speaker Overwhelmingly Sus- 
tained on Ruling Identical 
With the One He Made Last 
March When House Rebuked 


Him---Democrats — to 
Support Insurgents. 
- 

Washington, January 
Cannon had his hour of triumph in 
the house today. Badly battéred in 
the three days’ storm that swept the 
house last March that tore from him 
much of the power that had been his, 
the speaker “came back” in a way 
that brought a grim smile of satis- 
faction to his rugged countenance and 
left his ancient enemies. the “insur- 
gents,” decidedly discomfited. 

Today the speaker was sustained by 
an overwhelming majority on a ruling 
which was identical with the one he 
made last March when the house 
angrily overruled his decision through 
a combination of insurgent republicans 
and democrats. Today, on the eve 
of their return to power, the demo- 
crats voted almost solidly to sustain 
the ruling of the chair. The insur- 
gents—twenty-seven of them—stood by 
their guns and fought the speaker 
bravely. But robbed of democratic 
Support their battle was a losing one 
from the start. 

First Big Maneuver. 

It was the first big political maneu- 
ver of the present session of congress 
and the regular republicans were 
elated over the results. They taunted 
the democrats ungeasingly for their 
Change of front. 

The house was in its gayest mood, 
and during the three hours the fight 
lasted there was a most continuous 
gale of laughter. 

Taunted for his 
resentative Fitzgerald, 6f New 
one of the democratic leaders in the 
rules fight, retorted that for the sake 
of consistency he did not propose to 
be foolish. 

When Champ Clark, of 
Slated to succeed Speaker Cannon, 
voted to sustain the chair today on 
the same point of order which fur- 
nished the basis for -the successful in- 
surgent campaign of last March, the 
republicans broke into a storm of ap- 
plause. 

tepresentative Underwood. 
bama, joined Mr. Fitzgerald 
ly admitting that he thought the 
speaker was right in his ruling last 
‘March, and that he ruled in line with 
the precedents of the house. 

Underweod Explains. 

“But” said Mr. Underwood, “we 
voted to overrule the speaker because 
we thought the time had come for a 
revision and for a majority: of the 
house to express its will. At the time 
there was reason to believe the rules 
committee was attempting to obstrus: 
legislation. No such condition exists 
today, and consequently there would 
be no revision.” 

“Then when you voted to overrule 
the speaker you admit you engaged in 
an unlawful enterprise,,” © snapped 
Representative Mann, of L[llinois. : 

“Tt was not unlawful; it was neces- 
sary,” interjected Mr. Fitzgerald. 

The insurgents refused to be down- 
cast by their defeat. 
ocrats voted with 
speaker, and they claim that 
“insurgent democrats” will be their a!- 
lies in all future fights. 

“Poppycock,” said Champ 
when told this. 
he pleased. That was my advice to 
them. The vote had no significance 
whatever, as a party proposition.” 

Real Excitement Caused. 

Representative Sims, of Tennessee, 
a democrat, contributed some real ex- 
eitement to the debate by declaring 
that he was amazed at the statements 
of some of the leaders on his own side 
that they knew the speaker was right 
last March, but had voted against 
him. 

“T am one of the ignorant who be- 
lieve that the speaker was wrong then 
and that he is wrong now. And I 
rather would be igmorantly honest 
than knowingly dishonest,’ ‘he de- 
clared. 

Representative Hardy, of Texas, took 
Mr. Sims to task for employing such 
harsh language. Hevsaid the whole 
truth was that Mr. Sims did not bélieve 
in false pretenses, and neither did he. 

It was on the point as to whether a 
proposed amendment to the rules, of- 
fered from the floor, constituted a “high 
constitutional privilege” that the storm 
broke. It was precisely this question 
that called out the “revolution” of last 
March. when 
Nebraska, offered an amendment to the 
rules providing for a rules committee 
of fifteen members, to be elected by the 
house. instead of three members ap- 
pointed by the speaker.

BRANTLEY BACKED 
DY “COLLEAGUES 


For Place. on the Ways 
and Means. 


Also In- 
dorses Hardwick for Place 
on Rules Committee---Brant- 
ley Represents Opponents of 
Free Raw Materials.

Washington, January 9.—(Special.) 
The GeSrgia delegation at a caucus 
held this’ morning unanimously in- 
dorsed William G. Brantley, of the 
eleventh district, for a place on the 
iew all-powerful ways and means 
-ommittee of the house and indorsed 
Thomas W. Hardwick for the commit- 
tee On rules. 

’ No other action was taken by the 
caucus, as any further indorsements 
would be. premature at this time. 

Neither of the two new representa- 
tives from Georgia, Messrs. Howard, 
of the fifth, ana Tribble, of the eighth, 
was present at the meeting today. 
The above action indicates that har- 
mony now reigns in the Georgia dele- 
gation, and that any differences that 
may exist on the subject of the tariff 
or of committee places have been made 
subservient to the big fact that Geor- 
gia should be fepresented, On Ways 
and means and that Mr. Brantley is 
the man for the place. 

Brantley’s Position on Tariff. 

With the support of his own state 
delegation. behind him, Mr. Brantley 
will go into the caucus on the 19th 
and insist that the opponents of the 
doctrine of free raw materials be 
given a voice on the committee that 
frames the next tariff bill and selects 
the other committees of the house. 
The democratic majority will have 
twelve members on this committee 
Two members, Brantley, of Georgia, 
and Pou, of North Carolina, have been 
put forward as the representatives of 
that school of thought which is op- 
posed to free lumber, free tron ore and 
other products so long as a high pro- 
tective duty is placed on the articles 
manufactured from these raw ma- 
terials. 

According to the slate, which it is 
generally understood has been agreed 
upon by the new house leaders, not a 
single spokesman of that doctrine Is 
given a place on the ways and means 
committee. They claim that they 
should at least have representation, 
even if they are outnumbered six to 
one. 

New Members Not Considered. 

So far as can be learned, not much 
attention has been paid to the wishes 
of the large number of newly-elected 
members of tié Wotise In framing Up 
the new committee slate.

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PLANS FOR MAGNIFICENT $35,000 SCIENCE HALL. 
‘ACCEPTED BY TRUSTEES OF G.N. & I. COLLEGE 


From Drawing by J. R. McBachron. 
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New Science Hall for Georgia Normal and-hndustrial School, which is to be built at a cost of 
$35,000. It will be a three-story building, with twenty-seven rooms. 


At a meeting held in the Piedmont 
hotel yesterday morning, the board 
of trustees of the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial college, at Milledgeville, ac- 
cepted the plans for the handsome new 
science hall, which is to be erected 
at an early date. 

The plans for the new building were 
drawn by J. R. MacKEachron, the well- 
known architect, and he was ably as- 
sisted by Professor M. M. Parks, the 
president of the institution. TEast fall 
President Parks took a trip east and 
inspected a number of similar build- 
ings at other industrial colleges, and 
from the ideas’ gained while on this 
trip he drew and submitted to Mr. 
MacEachron the preliminary sketches 
and plans for the work. 

The appropriation of $35,000 for the 
Science hall was made by the legis- 


lature at the session last summer, and | 
according to the plans drawn by J. R. 
MacEachron it will be a three-story 
brick building with twenty-seven 
rooms, to be used as class rooms by 
the students. The hall will be com- 
plete and modern in every detail. 

The contract for erecting the build- 
ing will be let at an early date, and 
it is expected that work wil) be start- 
ed some time next month. It will be 
pushed rapidly to completion, that 
it may be ready for use when the next 
term opens in September. 

The new building will greatiy 
lieve the congested coadition which 
has been prevalent at the Georgia Nor- 
mal and Industrial college for several 
years. With the constant growth and 
development which has characterized 
it, the institution has. outgrown Its

present quarters, and the classes have 


been constantly crowded for room. 
‘ 


On account of a lack of class room 
and of more extensive dormitory quar- 
ters, the school has turned away near- 
ly 500 applicants for admission during 
the present term. 

The plans for the new building were 
considered and accepted at a special 
meeting of the board, and all the 
members were present. The board 
membership is as follows: T. E. At- 
kinson, of Newnan, president; Colonel! 
James M. DuPree, of Montezuma. vice 
president; Mayor M. S. Bell, of Mil- 
ledgeville, treasurer: Dr. E. A. Tig- 
ner, Of Milledgeville: Colonel W. H. 
Davis, of Waynesboro; Dr a 
Green, of Gainesville;.Hon. Z. H. Clark, 
of Moultrie; President M. M. Parks, ex- 
officio member.

SELDEN -PATENT 
‘GETS BLACK EYE 


By Decision of Circuit 


Court of Appeals. 


Sweeping Victory Is Won by 
Independent Auto Manufac- 
turers---- Decree Upholding 
the Selden Patent Is Re- 
versed. 


New York, January 9.—The so-called 
independent automobile manufacturers 
won a sweeping victory todav in the 
Uniteq States circuit court of appeals 
in the reversal of a aecree by Judge 
Hough:’in the circuit court, .wherein 
the Selden patent was upheld. 

The higher court’s ruling declares 
that the defendants, “neither legally 
nor morally,” owed anything to the 
patentee and holds that the improved 
Otto engine used by the defendants 
in motor vehicle construction is the 
equivalent of the Selden engine, but 
that its use is not an infringement of 
the Selden patent. Accordingly Judge 
Hough’s injunctions agaftnst the Ford 
Motor Company, Panhard & Levas- 
ser and others, restraining them from 
uSing the Otto engine on the ground 
of infringement must be dismissed by 
the lower court, to which the causes 
were remanded with such instruction. 

The Selden patent seeks to control 
the manufacture of virtually all gaso- 
line automobiles in America. Many 
of the manufacturing companies hold 
licenses under that patent, but there 
are many others whigh operated inde- 
pendently and in deflance of the pat- 
ent. The licensed companies were form- 
ed into the Assoclation of Licensed Au- 
tomobile Manufacturers, which ex- 
cluded the independent companies from 
its undertakings, automobiie 
shows and the like, and extensive legal 
complications were precipitated.

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STAMP TAX VALID 
ON FUTURE DEALS 


8 

Washington, January 9.—A stamp 
tax on the sale for future delivery of 
stocks, grain, provisions or other com- 
modities may he imposed by a state 
without violating the federal con- 
stitution, according to a@ decision to- 
day of the supreme court of the United 
States in passing On the Missouri 
stamp act of 1907. 

The Missouri law provides that it 
Shall be unlawful for any corporation 
or person to Keep a place wherein was 
permitted the buying or selling of 
stocks, grains, provisions or other 
commodities for future delivery with- 
ewt at the time of the sale a memo- 
randum being made of the transac- 
tion and a 25-cent stamp placed 
thereon. 

The law provides that the fund aris- 
ing from the sale of the stamps sHould 
be put into the hands of the state audi- 
tor as a good roads fund.

BRIBERY TAINTS 
- LORIMER'S SEAT 


So Beveridge Saysin Re- 
port to Senate. 


It Is Alleged That Evidence 

Shows More Than Enough 
Corruption to Invalidate Mr. 
Lorimer’s Election --- Senator 
Owen Scores Lorimer. 


Washington, January 9.—Senator 
Beveridge today submitted to the sen- 
ate his minority report from the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, in 
which he declares that the testimony 
was conclusive that. “far more than 
enough bribery was practiced to invali- 
date the election of Senator Lorimer.” 

The Beveridge report goes further, 
however. It says: 

“But those seven votes, which, under 
the statute and the precedents, are 
enough to invalidate this election, were 
not all the tainted votes cast in this 
transaction. The testimony shows that 
at least three additional votes were 
cast—those of Clark, Sheppard and 
Luke.” 

The report says that Sheppard and 
Clark did not confess, and Luke could 
not vote, because he died before the 
investigation, but “the evidence con- 
victs them of having the plunder at 
the same time and place, from the 
Same hands and for the same consfder- 
ation as their fellow members, who re- 
peatedly testified to having received it, 
and who were afterwards shown to be 
in possession of it.” 

Owen Scores Lorimer. 

After all morning business had been 
concluded, Senator Owen gained the 
floor and made a scathing arraignment 
of the manner in which Mr. Lorimer 
was elected. He asserted that the tes- 
timony taken by the subcommittee 
which investigated the case, showed 
that at least ten votes of the 
108 received by Mr. Lorimer should 
not have been counted. Other sen- 
ators who are known to oppose the 
retention by Mr. Lorimer his seat 
have claimed that more than seven 
votes were tainted, The ten votes con- 
demned by Mr. Owen and tte reasons 
assigned by him for his belief thiut 
they should not have been counted 
were as follows: 

Senator D. W. Holstlaw, who con- 
fessed that he had reveive:i money from 
Senator John Broderick; John Brod- 
erick, because of his refusal to testify 
in the investigation on the ground that 
his testimony might incriminate him; 
Representative H. J. C. Beckemeyer, 
who cenfessed to an alleged corrupt 
agreement with Minority Leader Lee 
O’Neil Browne and to receiving tooney 
from Representatiye Robert k. Wil- 
son; Representatives Michael S. Wiak 
and Charjes A, White, because «of con- 
fessions that they recelved money from 
Browne and Wilson; Messrs. Hrowne 
and Wilson, because of the testimony 
of others that they had haniied 
allewged corruption funds; the late Rep- 
resentative Charles S. Luke, because of 
presence in St... Louie at time 
the corruption fund was said to have

BUOYED THE STOCKS 


No F urther Complications Are 
hown in Banking Situa- 
tion---Helped Market. 


New York, January 9.—Absence of 
any further complications in the local 
banking situation was of matenial as- 
sistance to today’s stock market. The 
concerted and effectual methods em- 
ployed by powerful interests to coa- 
fine the trouble to its source were re- 
ceived with lively satisfaction in stock 
exchange circles. The stand taken by 
these bankers was accepted as inaubi- 
table proof of the tntrinsic strength 
of underlying conditions and uon this 
theory, perhaps, as many as any otNer, 
prices were again advanced. The 
shurt interest, whose proportions are 
now a matter of much debate, joined 
in the movement by a hasty covering. 
Practically all of the’*better known se- 
curities touched the highest level in 
Several weeks, with concurrent gains 
in the more obscure issues. 

Another favorable feature was the 
continuance of even a larger scale of 
the inquiry for bonds. As has been 
the case for some weeks, the greater 
part of this business was by direct 
or over counter sales, and total trans- 
actions of this character were prob- 
a@abiy the largest of any day in the 
recent history of the bond market. 

It was announced shortly before the 
close that the city had completed ar- 
rangements for the flotation of 360,- 
000,000 new bonds, but the interest 
rates and other details were not then 
disclosed. 

Prices receded and the stock market 
languished during the early afternoon, 
chiefly on further realizing for profits, 
but the early activity was resumed in 
the late hours, the close showing gen- 
gains, but below the day’s best 
prices. Yet another contributing fac- 
tor was the greatest ease in money, 
which opened at 4 per cent, and soon 
declined fractionally on offerings in 
excess of demand. Local banks made 
large cash gains from the sub-treasury 
over the week-end, and surface condi- 
point to steady gains from that 
quarter, with resultant strengthening 
reserves.
